USUALLY OPEN AT EIGHT, AND 
CLOSE AT SIX, BUT IF YOU WANT 


TO STAY LONGER WE’LL TRY AND 
ARRANGE IT.” 

In these few simple words the strong, likable per 
sonality of the proprietor shines forth like the sun 
through a rift in the clouds. And if you stand before 
his window you will see many a smile of appreciation 
The buying public are very human after all. 

Look over the signs in your office. Tear down the 
“Be Briefs” and kindred peremptory admonitions to 
customers. Substitute a few brief words expressive 
of the store’s ideals of service. Level the cold walls 
of solid masonry that have been reared between your 
business and the public you would serve. Meet your 
customers on the common plane of courtesy and will- 
ingness to please. Tell them all the things you would 
do for them, leaving the things you can’t do to be in- 
ferred—or whispered. The positive attitude is a big 
business asset, and like many of the best things of 


life, it costs nothing. 





MAKING AND SELLING STEEL PENS 


An Address by Edward S. Wood, Treasurer, 
Esterbrook Steel Pen Manufacturing Company, 
Before the Philadelphia Stationers’ Association. 





N the language of a distinguished Pennsylvania 

Congressman, “I see before me many faces that 

I have not shaken hands with for a long time.” [ 
wish this handshake tonight could take place in our 
factory, where we would all be surrounded by what 
the artists know as atmosphere; where we could look 
at the steel in quantities; where our furnaces for the 
heat treatment of our pens are real and hot, and where 
one naturally draws away from the fire when the 
doors are swung open and where the presses with 
their dies are almost so many human beings. 

When Richard Esterbrook and his little band of 
men, in 1858, started a new enterprise in a new 
land, they had before them the ideals of the square 
deal in its squarest sense that we who follow count as 
our most priceless heritage. 

Most people think that a pen is made by merely in 
serting a strip of steel into a machine that grinds out 
finished pens at the other end. Nothing could be fur- 
ther from the truth. I desire to reiterate the state- 
ment—nothing could be further from the truth. A 
high-grade steel pen combines design, material and 
workmanship to a superlative degree, and accurate 
workmanship, as it is known in the general metal 
trades, is so inaccurate as to be valueless in pen man- 
ufacture. You have nothing in your store that repre- 
sents greater skill or represents such a wide field of 
research. The pen trade is not appreciated because 
it is not known. 

I hold in my hands two pieces of steel. Both look 
alike, but one costs 5% cents per pound and the other 
costs 60 cents per pound, and they are both worth 


just what they cost. I want you to remember that 
there is as much difference in pens as in the men 
who use them, and that the size of a thing is no indi 
cation of its capacity for good or evil. The steel we 
use is made to our own specifications after the most 
exhaustive laboratory tests 

Technically, a steel pen is a beam, supported at on 
end with the unknown factor of elasticity to be de 
termined. When the drafting room and the labora 
tory have finished their work the specifications go int 
the factory. Here the steel is received in both sheet 
and coils. From the sheets it is cut into strips the 
width of two pens, packed in heavy air-tight boxes 
and brought to a predetermined heat and soaked for 
nearly twenty-four hours. This makes the steel soft 
and pliable and ready for the rolling mill. In this mill 
we reduce the strips of steel to the thickness required 
for the pen. The thickness of the steel varies, because 
all pens are not made from the same weight of steel 
Che rolls are highly polished steel, and one of the 
curious things we noticed in this department is that 
a human hair will roll into the steel and make a deey 
impression without entirely destroying the hair. 

After the steel has been reduced to the gauge de 
sired it goes to the cutting room, where the flat blanks 
are cut. You will notice from the sample which | 
exhibit that in cutting the pens the points are stag 
gered in the strip so as to cause as little waste of the 
steel stock as possible. 

Next the pens are pierced and side-slit. The pierc 
ing operation is one of the most important in pen 
making, as the size of the pierce hole and the position 
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and depth of the side cracks largely 
pen's elasticity 

The cold rolling of the steel gives it again a distinct 
hardness, and to enable us to properly mark the name 
“Esterbrook” into the steel, it is necessary to soften 
the blanks so that the impression of the letters and 


number may be clear and not blurred. This we do by 


packing the pens in iron boxes, which in turn are 
packed in large containers and are surrounded by a 
combination of fine clay and charcoal to exclude the 
air. This furnace process continues for another 24 
hours and changes the steel in the pen to a soft, pli 
able condition, so that it may be easily and clearly 
stamped. This marking is done by an ordinary drop 
hammer press, in the nose of which the punch is fast 
ened containing the wording desired on the pen. 


The next step is the raising or forming into shap¢ 
This is also done while the pen is soft, so there will 


be no strains and to enable us to bring the pen into any 


desired shape without breaking the steel \fter being 
raised into shape, and while soft, it is taken down to 
the hardening furnace, where it is again heated to a

bright red and immediately quenched in oil. This sud 


len quenching makes it as brittle as glass, and it 1s 
known as the hardening process. 

\fter it is hardened the pen is taken to the temper 
ing room, where another heat treatment takes place 
he desired temper is given. This is one of the 
most delicate operations in pen making, and is one of 
tl letermining factors in the uniformity and satis 
factory service that a pen will give. It is not an easy 
operation, and it is one on which the better makers

Prominent Australian Visits U. S. 

Sydney Stott, Jr., of Stott & Underwood, 70 Pitt street, 
Sydney, Australia, and of Stott & Hoare of Melbourne 
Adelaide, Perth and New Zealand. visited Chicago on 
June 22 and 23 on his way east Mr. Stott landed at San 
Francisco about ten days before his arrival in Chicago 
He spent five days visiting the Panama-Pacific Expos 
tion at San Francisco. While in Chicago he attended 
some of the meetings of the International Advertising 
Association, and visited the show of the printing and 
allied trades at the Coliseum He left Chicago on the 
evening of the 23rd intending to go to New York and 
thence to Hartford, where he visited the factory of the 
Underwood Typewriter Company and of John Underwood 
& Co., manufacturers of the Underwood adding machine 

Mr. Stott is a native of Australia and his father, who 
has been engaged in the typewriter business since 1884, is 
also native born. He has seen the country grow from 
very small beginnings to its present condition of com 
parative prosperity and great promise. Although he is a 
young man he has seen great changes in Australian affairs 
Mr. Stott tells us that business in the Australian common 
wealth is improving At the beginning of the war it 
dropped about fifty per cent but is now coming up again 
The typewriter business suffered severely from business 
depression, but, strange to relate, the enrollment of busi 
ness colleges showed an increase. Mr. Stott’s house oper 
ates a number of business colleges in the principal cities 
of Australia and also conducts a correspondence college 
at the company’s headquarters The enrollment of all 
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Australians are proud of the fact that with their popula- 
tion of five million or more they have been able to send 
thus far one hundred thousand trained, well equipptd mea 
to- aid the mother country in the European war. Many 
thousands more men are being trained and wilt be sent as 
occasion requires. Australia, it seems; has for a few years 
had in effect a law making military training for home de- 
fense compulsory. This law-does not operate to take young 
men out o ftheir usual purusits for two or three years fot 
military training, but it is based on the Swiss system, 
and demands a certain number of hours’ training each 
week during a certain period of each man’s life This 
law, which has been rigidly enforced, has been a 
splendid instrument in upbuilding the youth of Aus- 
tralia. It has given the boys something to do, has put 
them in contact with strong men of clean ideals and has 
benefitted them not only physically but morally and 
mentally. Purely as a matter of social progress the law, 
Mr. Stott believes, is justified, while at the same time it is 
of inestimable advantage as a military measure. 

Australia is a land wonderful possibilities, and those

lations with Australia would do well to acquaint them- 
selves with local conditions and introduce that co opera 
tion between dealer and manufacturer which has done sé

The com- 
mittee recommended that these cat- 
alogues be bound instead of loose 
leaf form, and that such catalogues 
should be departmentized and that 
these departments should conform approximately to the 
various committees of the association, The further sug- 
gestion was made that these catalogues be printed with 
cover imprinted with the individual dealer’s name. Finally, 
the committee believed that the best way to get the 
matter started is to secure the services of an expert and 


then to get the assistance of progressive manufacturers.

A rather novel use of sectional display cases is illus- 
trated in the accompanying cut of the interior of the 
Typewriter & Office Supply Company’s stationery store 
at Washington, D. C. 

it will be noted that the sectional cases in the fore- 
ground, used as counters, are in reality two stacks of sec 
tional display cases—set back to back, on double bases 
and covered with double special tops. This arrangement 
not only provides display space for the goods which are 
to be shown at the front of the counter, but also provides 
very accessible space for miscellaneous stationery items, 
to be reached only from the back of the counter 

It is also interesting to note that the cases along the 
wall are anchored against the wall and equipped with a 
sliding ladder, so contents of top cases may be reached 
easily.

The caption above is the title of a book of collection 
letters by Louis Victor Eytinge and others The book is 
published and sold exclusively by W. Marshall Lazenby ot 
Florence, Ariz. It is bound in limp mottled paper covers, 
beautifully printed, and so arranged that the user can 
readily obtain the service it brings 

The opening page is devoted to “Eytinge—The Man 
An Appreciation,” written by W. Marshall Lazenby. This 
appreciation of Eytinge is something which should be 
carefully read by every man who believes in justice and a 
square deal, and after reading it one is inclined to rejoice 
more than ever over the resolution passed by the Asso 
ciated Advertising Clubs of the World, requesting a pat 
don or parole for Eytinge. 

“Collecting the Coin” is a series of letters written by 
Eytinge, intended to induce more or less reluctant debtors 
to pay up. These letters are not the dilettante productions 
of some theorist but are letters which Mr. Eytinge has 
found to be practically successful in his own work 

The book opens with an introduction by Mr. Eyting: 
This introduction is a discussion of the practical psychol 
ogy of collection letters. Collection letters fulfill two 
purposes—they yet the money from the debtor and

The re 
ceiver must pay the additional postage and a fine als 
before he can get his letter [his is by no means the firs 
of such letters to me, for in fact, about fifty per cent 
my letters are subject to such a fine. This matter may 
small, and appear very small t ur manufacturers, but 
should not be overlooked.
